CURIOSITIES OF ICE. 

a»m« rxrallar Pomattoaa HMonlad at 
Varlciiu TlmM and niakrant PlaMS. 

Some years ago, a neighbor brought 
to the writer'a study a cake of lee 
which be hati out from a water pnii. 
Its top was liko ail sncb pieces of Ice, 
but it had a horn of ice growing from 
it, and turning it over, the under sido 
showed that the liorn was hollow, and 
j was tilled with water when the cake 
I formed. It wiia broii^jlit as a -'freak of 
iialiirc," lint a careful examination 
>liowcdliow Ihc horn was formed. Tho 
jiail of water stood in a clinir near a 
stove, wliile llic horn pointed directly 
tow ards u small hole in the wall oppo- 
site. A current of Air had sivopt across 
the pail and so weakened the ice at 
that point, and in expamlini; it lind 
burst nt its weakest )ioiiit. 

Ice is A crystal, or tu'lti r. a ;rrent 
mass of crysliils. The lilih- hits of icti 
;;r<iw together in one ik'liiiitc form, 
that of the six-pointed star. A com 
]ilete crystal is u licantifnl - tar. Itut 
iiiosl I'l'ysi.ils are very iiicomplele, lir 
iiijj broken nji, or else Heveral froxeii 
toc;e<lier into u single mass. Tho form 
of these crystals can bo readily seen by 
loiikinu' III A pone of glaaa on a frosty 
nioriiinir. or by catching a few large 
llakcs upon A fur volliir. 

Nii^v. snow crystals are not simply 
liia-scs uf tro/en ivali-r Iln-y arc luiicli 
loss Kulid. They are formed when va- 
por condenae* in the upper regions of 
nir, mnoh na dew is foriiied upon the' 
enrtii's surface, and they are frozen di 
rectli' from the vajior. Many rca.soiis 
tend' to show that all Ihe llelit, lleecy 
clouds, sei.'ii nt great heights, i-oiisist 
of these snow masses still floating iu 
the air. So if any cold object Is placed 
before the vapor, a mass of snow rorms 
upon It. A bourd Iwforo an engine's 
escape pijic on a cold day soon becomes 
coated tvith snow orfiost, ami the later 
grows its long ns It continues cold, i he 
ice often form* Ions apike*. all pointini; 
towards the escaping steam nnd gmw- 
iiif: lowarils it. Such masses of ice 
foi'tiicd upon posts nnd stones on top 
of Moiiiil \Vasliin|rton. in. New llaiii|)- 
sliire, some years since,.iQur feet long. 
A strong northtvest witid was blowing 
III the time, hikI tlic nir was reinark- 
aldy damp. Soon after it commenced, 
eicry object became coated w ith ii'e, 
nnd on all tiie more prominent points 
il eiiiilinued to grow tor two days. 

Tlic benntiful I'oatlngs of ice which 
cover trees nnd bushes in the winter 
are formed in nearly the siiiiie way. 
They Clinic wiicn the liiishes and tri cs 
ale cold, while llie air is it little wann- 
er and full of moisture. Then tlie 
brauohoa aiid twigi qniokly eiiitt, the 
frost often aeonmulnting nntil the tree 
carries n load of tons. Thousands of 
forest and oriiaiiientiil trees wire 
broken Inst spring, in the Kasleni 
StAles, by such it hmd of lee. Tlionf;li 
caIIciI nil ice sloini, U dllTered from 
many oilier sUirins only in ils ;;reatcr 
severity and loii;:cr diirat ion. 

I'crliaps the ;rreatcst curiosttt in tlie 
way of ice formation ever known was 
the loading of the' telegraph wires in 
Siljcrin, n few winters ago. Snirh nn 
ice storm occurred there, and tlie wires 
were all oonteil. Then n rain followed, 
and Ion;i icicles were formed, hiiii^iiii; 
from tlie wires. Soon the siin came 
out ami melted the ice on tlie tup of 
the wirca ao that tho ice turned around 
tho wires, mnking the icicles nil point 
upwards like the tcdli of a eoinb. 

'l iiell the ice :l;xain fl'o/.c to the wires, 

and there it I'cniaineil for several days, 
until liiinllv a strong wind shook ihc 
ice oil'. All tiieso enrious foinis result 
from difl'creiit condilions of condcnsa- 
lion.— /.o/fo,y F. Uriffln, in Chieat)o 
Current.

'I'hc (Ihil/ais, cnrloim- 
ly ciion;.'li, are said to have once been 
Arnieiiian or licor^nan ('hrlstiniis, who 
returned or were eonvurted fijr the 
lirst time to the faitii of Mohammed 
when their pastors forbnde them to 
drink liiitlcriiiilk on fast days. Kven 
now a i;iiil/.ai wdinaii wears n gown 
ciiiliroiUered witli the tij(ure of tlie 
cross, and on certain occasions will 
cross her arms ami make the 
sacred sigtl on her forehead.
